tageously converted into a long term 
obligation. 

It would, therefore, seem as a conse- 
quence that liquid funds of our banks, 
which should be available for short cred- 
it facilities to our merchants, manufac- 
turers and farmers, would be exposed to 
the danger of being absorbed for other 
purposes to disproportionate degree, 
especially in of the fact that many 
of our banks and trust companies are 
already carrying substantial amounts of

“The board deems it, therefore, its 
duty to inform the member banks that 
it does not regard it in the interest of the 
country at this time that they invest in 
foreign treasury bills of this character. 

“The board does not consider that 
it is called upon to advise private in- 
vestors, but as the United States is fast 
becoming the banker of foreign countries 

“tn all parts of the world, it takes occa- 
sion to suggest that the investor should 
receive full and authoritative data— 
particularily in the case of unsecured 
loans—in order that he may judge the 
future intelligently in the light of pres- 
ent conditions and in conjunction with 
the economic developments of the past.

Five Measures Designed to Cut 
Living Cost Go Before 
ue Council | 


Five measures calculated to curb the 
soaring cost of living were introduced in 
the city council yesterday. These, with 
action taken on them by the aldermen, 
follow: 

1. By Ald. Kennedy—Resolution for 
a special committee of nine aldermen to 
be appointed by the mayor to investi- 
gate the advisability of establishing a 
municipal coal and wood yard. Passed. 

2. By Ald. Pretzel—Resolution call- 
ing on Health Commissioner Robertson 
and Chief Healey to enforce the city 
ordinance prohibiting “ forestalling and 
regrading,”’ especially as to keeping eggs 
in cold storage for more than ten 
months. Passed. 

A. By Ald. Cellerten—Order direct- 
ing the finance committee to investigate 
the necessity for wholesale terminal 
markets, report loeations for them, and 
include in the 1917 budget money for 
their operation. Referred to finance 
committee. 

4. By Ald. Block—Resolution call- 
ing on the interstate commerce commis- 
sion to investigate whether coal is being 
undaly held for reconsignment in the 
railroad yards.” Passed. 

5. By Ald. Murray—Resolution pe- 
titioning congress to place an embargo 
on the export of articles of food. Re- 
ferred to judiciary committee. 


Many Eggs Suspicious. 
Health Commissioner Robertson's in- 
spectors cantinued their investigation of 
cold storage eggs during the day. In 
one warehouse it was reported.a consid- 
erable per cent of the stock was “ sus- 
picious,”’ and in the opinfon of Dr. A. J. 
Stokes, chief food inspector, the use of 
those eggs would cause intestinal de- 
rangements and other serious disorders. 
We will not give the names of the 
concerns having these suspicious eggs 
in storage.“ Dr. Stokes said,. but will 
say that in one house containing 4,155 
cases that were examined 508 were found 
to be ‘ suspicious.’ In another house out 
of a total of 1,148 cases examined 248 
were ‘suspicious.’ All these eggs were 
well within the ten month limit pre- 
scribed by law.“

AIRSHIP RAID ON ENGLAND; 
NORTHEAST COAST BOMBED. 


German Craft Drop Explosives, but 
London Reports No Casualties or 


Damage. 


LONDON, Nov. 28, 1:30 a. m.—An- 
other raid by airships over the north- 
eastern coast of England took place 
last night. The official statement says: 

Hostile airships crossed the north- 
eastern coast Monday night. Bombs, 
it is reported, have been dropped in 
several places in the northern coun- 
ties, but no reports of casualties or 
damage have been received.

FEAR SUBMARINES, BELIEF. 


Transatlantic Lane Off Nantucket 
Abandoned—Rough Sea Bars U- 
Boat Operations, 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 27.—The transat- 
lantic steamer lane south of Nantucket 
shoals lightship, in the vicinity of which 
five ships were sunk by the German sub- 
marine U-53 on Oct. 4 was virtually 
clear of foreign traffic today, according 
to reports received here. 

This apparent abandonment of the reg 
ular route of shipping was believed to 
be dus to wireless warnings sent out 
yesterday by the British crulser Lancas- 
ter off Sandy Hook notifying steamer 
captains that German war submarines 
were supposed to be In this vicinity.

The lion's 
Share of the increment can be safely 
attributed to the restoration of sta- 
bility to the game.

Backers Claim ia eas ) 
Not Need Majority of Pres- 
[dential Ballots. 


Complete Illinois figures on the tax 
amendment show that the proposal failed 
to get a majority of men votes cast for 
president Nov. 7, but received a major- 
ity of 16,000 of the votes cast for mem- 
bers of the legislature. 

When these figures became known 
Bernard A. Eckhart, chairman of the 
campaign committee, announced that 
the amendment had been adopted and 
that the legislature is free to go ahead 
with revision of revenue laws. 


He bases his claim on the wording 


ef the constitution, which prescribes 
that such amendments must de sub- 
mitted only at elections at which mem- 
bers of the legislature are elected. From 
this he contends the total vote is meant 
to be tabulated on the legislative vote. 

The amendment failed to carry the 


all men votes cast for president, by 
23,182. It carried Cook county on the 
total presidential vote by a majority 
of 7,774, failing in the entire state to 
carry the majority of the presidential 

vote of 15,409. 

But with only a few figures missing 
the unofficial returns indicate the leg- 
islative vote will stand about 16,000 
to the good for the amendment. 

Mr. Eckhart, after checking up on 
the final figures, issued the following 
siatement: 

The tax amendment has been adopted 
by the voters and the way is now open 
for an equitable and up to date re- 
vision of our personal property tax laws. 
Reports from county clerks in every 
county outside of Cook, together with 
returns from Cook county, show the 
amendment has received a majority of 
more than 16,000 of all electors voting 
for members of the general assembly. 

“We feel that the language of the 
constitution is clear as to the majority 
required. It says: ‘Amendments shall 
be submitted to the electors of this 
state for adoption or rejection at the 
next election of members of the gen- 
eral assembly,’ and it further says that 
‘if a majority of all the electors vot- 
ing at said election shall vote for the 
proposed amendments they shall become 
a part of this constitution.’
